YACHT CAPSIZES IN‘ SQUALL’ 


MR. H.'H. FOWKES' AND LAQDAH 
oe “MISSING. 6, ° 


_ ‘The Sailing Committee of the Shang- 

hai Yacht Club,- says the J.-C. Daily 
| Vews’ of September 13th) had atranged 
| % programme for the week-end cruise nt 
Woosung which all the members anti- 
cipated wotld give them one of the 
merriest and most sporting outings, but 
instead it was marred by a tragedy stich 
as hag'not occurred in the memory af the 
oldest yachtsmen here, and the crews had 
to return sorrowlfully to Teport that one 
of. the most popular members, Mr, H. Hy 
Fowkes, ond his second’ lnodah were 
missing in circumstances ‘which leave 
very little, hope that they ‘can be alive.’ 


To make matters worse, on the way home 
another. laodah suddenly fell ad’ expir- 
ed,. apparently from heart trouble. | % : 
It was known on Saturday morning 
that there was a: possibility of Shinghai- 
again being involved in the fringe of a 
typhoon, and the race for that day wis 
cancelled, but in the forenoon the weather 
cleared ‘and hasty arrangements were 
made to adhere to the original pro- 
gTnmme. . : . . 
Darkness and a Squall. . 


About 6.30 p.m. there was ao ‘sudden 
and: terrifying, change, for without: warn- 
hing it suddenly became as dark as a 
cellar and the rain’ pelted down with 
stinging: force. A minute later, when 
most of the boats were off the dynamite 
magazine, just opposite the wreck of the . 
Tungshin, there @ame van appalling | 
squall. It must have developed in a very 
emal! area, but it caused sad havoc- 
. The Seagull -Capsizes. 

‘The Yachts Viking and the Seagull 
seemingly caught the full force of, the « 
squall. ‘The former, despite the fact that 
she,hay ao deep and very heavy keel, was 
blown over whtil the water was pouring 
into her cockpit and it was only by drop- 
ping the mainsail] that Mr. W. D. Neil 
could bring her up. At the same moment 
Re saw the Seagull (the heaviest and 
hitherto believed to be the safest boat in 
the racing fleet) go over-an to her beam, 
ends. Despite his own.danger, Mr. .Neil, 
who already this season has one rescue" 
to his credit,«promptly went about and 
made for her.by the shortest route, which 
took him over a pile of scrap-iron from 
the Tungshin, but though he hit three: 
times, no damage was donc. He tried 
twice, but he could not get, nearer than 
10 it. to the Seagull. and ss Mr, Fowkes, 
Mr.. W. Mellor and the two laodahs . 
(who composed the crew) all were on top’ 
of the boat, he threw a line and called. 


” 


Unfortunately, Mr. Fowkes, who al- 
weys had been most confident about, his: 
boat, told the Viking not to worry, 
laughingly saying: they were all right, . 
the Seagull. could not sink and they 
would stay with her and get her ashore. 
He scarcely had spoken when, os “Mr. 
Neil and Mr. Mellor say, ‘a tidal wave, 
‘| quite 6 ft.. high, broke on the two boats, 
the Seagull filled and, ‘after two convul-" 
sive plunges, sink, leaving only about 18 
inches. of her mast above water, , This. 
was barely six minute after the capsize. 
When the Viking came. shout again, the 
Seagull’s first laodsh was clinging to the 


mast and ‘was taken off. 
A Thrilling Escape, 

Mr. Mellor’s explanation of what hap- 
pened .was'that ‘Mr. Fowkes had just 
called to go about when the squall struck 
the Seagull and ‘ho’ one could get to the 
jib-sheet to let it go, whilst the main- 
sheet was made. fast.’ In such a condi- 
tion, the boat simply paid off.and drove 
her»head into the. water and in.a few 
seconds ‘capsized. After the four on 
board were thrown into the water when. 
the bodt sank, Mr. Mellor went down 
with someone clinging to him, who he~ 
believes was the second Jacdah. When he 
came up, he saw Mr. Fowkes, who was 
hampered bya raincoat which was un- 
buttoned and-who only had cone leg,, 


‘ming strongly, but making for the open 
water. Mr. Mellor went dawn @ secorid 
time, then was released and when he caine 
up again he‘ grabbed st! a man, bpt.a 
coat ¢ame away in his hands, Seeing no 
one about,"he struck’ out for shore, and 
though he slso’ was wearing a raincoat, 
he got there safely, but exhausted.
